MIMNRAPOUS, Minn., Juno 9.—The 


noinlimtiou of a candidate (or the pres- 
idency of the United Status by the re- 
publican convention may turn vpon the 
action of the committee on credential!]. 
Them are about sixty votefl involved in 
the contest pending before that com- 
mittee. In the Louisa mi delegation Uu> 
content InvolvcB twelve of thu sixteen 
ilelo(faU'B; In Alubnina fourteen delu- 
gatvu are Involved out of a total of 
twenty-two. In the Htntos of Missls- 
alppi anil Texas there are al»o contests, 
in thu former six delegates bclntf in- 
volved, and in the latter nearly the 
entire dulutfation. The political sig- 
nificance of the TC.IIIB contest, how- 
ever, will hardly huvu any special boar- 
Ing on the result, as the decision not to 
recognise the white man's republican 
party eliminates them from considera- 
tion In this connection. In Maryland 
there are two delegates, In Kentucky 
two, 
In North Carolina five, and ill 


Bouth Carolina the whole idclcgatlon of 
el|(hU>cii. 
In Ucorpla two delegates 


are at Issue, and. In Utah two delegates. 
In the latter case there is no doubt that 
the Itlalne men will be seated, their 
claim beintf conceded by all and sus- 
tained by previous action of the. na- 
tional committee. 


The Importance of the action to the 


Bliiine side Is apparent when viewed In 
connection with a .statement made by 
one of the prominent workers about 
headquarters tills afternoon. 
>Sakl he: 


"Of course so long? as luiimin natxtre is 
not perfect, absolute dependence may 
not be placed In what is said by somo 
members of the race. 
Hut If the vari- 


ous specimens with whom we have 
come in contact In this contest tell 
the truth, I think Harrison is beaten. 
Hut It Is very close. Tables which 
were made from Htfures that have been 
scanned with the utmost cave and 
adopted only upon the basis of the most 
conservative calculation, show only 
about twenty votes In excess of a ma- 
jority for Mr. Hliilnc. liut we have the 
utmost confidence in the. llmil i - ,ult." 


"How 
do the contested votes affect 


your calculations?" 


"There are about sixty votes depend- 


ent upon the report of the committee 
and action of the convention. Of these 
1 have no doubt the Blaiue men will se- 
cure at least two-thirds, or forty in 
all." 


"What about the third candidate 


talk?" 


"None of the Itlaine men are taking 


any part In that. They are satisfied 
that their man can and will win and 
they stand by him. They have also the 
assurance that their position meets the 
approval of the tfreat body of republi- 
cans throughout the country. Tele- 
grama are coming In from every sec- 
tion, urging the delegates to vote for 
lllalne, and to the managers of the 
canvass, asking them to oxert every 
effort to increase his vote. These tele- 
tfmniH arc from almost every imagina- 
ble source, and come lu at the rate of 
one every live minutes." 


The Minnesota delegation yesterday 


refused to give its indorsement to Uov. 
Pillsbury's resolution providing that 
the presidential term be extended to 
alx years and that no president shall be 
eligible to succeed himself, thus in- 
volving an amendment to the constitv 
tlon. 


GOT. Villsbury, who Is chairman of 


the delegation, said he thought it 
courteous to submit the resolution to 
the delegation before presenting it in 
convention. The resolution was an- 
tagonized by Messrs. Snydor, Jacohson, 
Wallen and others, on the ground that 
It would bo considered a slap at the ad- 
ministration, and It would be bad poli- 
tics to take any such action.

ministration," said Chairman IMllsbury,

The silver plank says that the United

as the standard money of the United 
States; and favor the legislative de- 


, pMrtment of the government adopting 
euch meararea as will put the gold and 


silver and paper dollar on parity and 
equal in debt and tax-paying power. 
The resolutions also praise the aduiln- 
latratlon for calling tho monetary con- 
ference, 


Retolved, That we reaffirm tho American 


doctrine of protection; w« call atteuMou to Its 
growth abroad; wo maintain that the prosper- 
ous condition of our country Is largely due to 
the wise legislation of a republican congress; 
we beliove that all articles of foreign growth 
(except the luxuries of llfo) which cannot be 
produoed In tho United States, should be ad- 
mitted free of duty, and that on all imports 
coming Into competition with the product* of 
American labor there should be levied dnttes 
fully equal to the difference is wages abroad 
and at home. We assert that tbe price of 
manufactured arMoiea of general consumption 
have been reduced under the operation of the 
tariff act In 189J. We dononuos tho effort* of 
the democratic majority of the house of repre- 
sentatives to destroy our tariff laws by ptoee- 
moa! and wo ask tho people for their judgment 
thereon. We point to the extension of our ec- 
port trade and tho great guqoeas of the repub- 
lican system of reciprocity, under which our 
agricultural products are now reachtog markets 
unknown before. We remind the people of the 
t>ttter opposition of tho democratic party to 
this practical business measure, and Wo olaun 
that if executed by a republican administration 
onr present laws will eventually give us control 
of the trade of the world.

IT OAN'T BE DONE. 


Decision of Attorney-General Hun 


Against Spending $5,OOO 


Attorney-General Hunt baa drained 


the hopes of the Illinois Woman's Expo- 
sition Board, and all members ot tbe Ma 
coo county exposition club will be inter- 
ested in the decision. General Hunt hia 
banded down a decision. This deoif ion 
w«s wrapped in parchment and tied with 
bright red ribbons. Attorney-Gem ral 
Hunt decides that the women have no 
authority to pnt up a model residence on 
the world's fair grounds and that if such 
a structure ia erected it must be at the 
expense ot those members of tbe board 
who order it. This decision ot Attorney- 
General Hunt fell like a cold blanket on 
the Illinois woman's board at Ciuoago. 
What ia known as the society element ot 
the Aboard had decided several months 
ago to build a model residence on the 
exposition grounds. The residence was 
to cost 85,000. It was to be perfect in 
every detail, and during the world's fair 
it was to answer aa a model for all per- 
sons who wanted to invest $0,000 'in a 
home. 
The .Illinois woman's board 


thought it was discharging a solemn 
public dnty in showing the untutored 
public how to spend 85,000 in preparing 
a home. At the very moment that these 
women were on the point of adopting 
the plan of a model residence submitted 
by Henry Ives Cobb, the Chicago archi- 
tect, Mrs. Frances ,B. Phillips of Bloom- 
ing ton, pulled a deadly decision from her 
pocket. Mrs. Phillips is president of the 
Illinois Woman's board. She has taken 
tbe troablu to secure an opinion from 
Attorney-General Hnnt. Mr. Hunt de- 
aided that the women of Illinois had no 
power to appropriate money to erect 
buildings. Hnnt says that the men's 
board ia to put up the buildings. He 
does not believe that a dollar of the 
880,000 reserved for the women ot Illi- 
nois oan be used for putting up a model 
residence. This feature ot the Illinois 
woman's display has been confidently 
heralded as one of the most attractive 
exhibits ot the Illinois woman's board. 
Attorney-General Hunt decides that the 
entire appropriation of 880,000 must be 
expended far the purpose of showing 
what, women have done, and not what 
they oan do in the way ot putting up 
residences according to architects' plans. 


An element of the Illinois board was 


very much surprised when President 
Phillips produced the ruling of Attorney- 
General Hunt. Mrs. Shepaid and others 
who had regarded the model residence as 
one of the choicest exhibits of the wo- 
man's board, jerked a few feathers from 
Attorney-General Hunt's plume. 
The 


attorney-general holds that no part of 
the fund reserved for the women's die- 
play can be need for exposition purposes 
in the sections devoted to men's exhibits

Scenes Among the Flooded Dla- 


tnots. 


Ulaiminyton BuUetin 


A reporter saw a well-known citizen 


who returned this afternoon from the 
flooded districts along the C. A A. south 
of Alton. Be says the June freshets 
caused by anow melting on the head 
waters of the Mississippi have com- 
menced threatening to oanee a further 
raise. It came up eighteen inches in 12 
hoora one day last week, and it was ei- 
peoted the total raise would be thirty-sii 
feet by the next day. Oarondelet and 
all the suburbs east of the river are un- 
der water, and the Santa F« train waded 
out over the Clover Leaf tracks, their 
own being ont ot sight some days ago. 


Halt| a mile of freight care lie on their 


sides; the Hood reaches the arms ot the 
telegraph poles in some instances; the 
switch houses and telegraph stations are 
floating unhindered, the sufferers are 
dwelling in freight oars and the railway 
people are weighing down their tracks 
with sand bags to keep the ties from 
floating and the banks from washing 
away. 


One of the ludicrous scenes of tho 
ood was a sign "This place for sale," 


and another "Stop here," when to all 
appearances the water was fully six feet 
in depth. A more cheerful aspect was a 
line ot colored people fully a mile in 
length contentedly fishing for oats in a 
cornfield. An old plank road gave them 
a footing and a conspicuous figure leaning 
upon an umbrella was undoubtedly tbe 
pastor of the ilock. Bethought and so 
did the reporter, and probably all the 
fisherman, that he would walk home in 
company with the finest oat of the catch. 


The farms present a pitiable aspect. 


The water has killed the small groin and 
potatoes as far as it rose. 
The corn- 


fields are still unplowed and many of 
the dwellings are still untenable. Many 
of the farms were elegant estates and 
what little could be seen from the oar 
Window in the territory from which there 
is little complaint, enough is shown to 
give a glimpse of the terrible state of 
aft airs in tbe more afflicted districts.
